“Well then boys, we’ll waken up the 
Chink.” said the barber. 

The three villagers knocked at the 
door of a fair sized shack, and at the 
tome time shouted “Jim, Jim, here are 
some boy s who want supper.” 

“Oi Oi,” cajje the ^answer. A mo¬ 
ment later a' yellow faced son of the 
Orient made his appearance and beck¬ 
oned us within. “Jim” was a small 
Chinaman with a face, like a train- 
smash. When we had studied his fea¬ 
tures carefully and minutely, we de¬ 
cided to call him “Hee Flung Dung,” 
When we had completed devouring 
our “Dead Fly Pie,” we adjourned to 
our sleeping quarters so kindly grant¬ 
ed by the station agent. The floor of 
the waiting room housed the most of 
us, and we laid ourselves down very 
gently, lest we should damage the 
springs which we tried to imagine 
were there. We slept with only one 
interruption, and that was caused 
through one of our boys falling off 
the narrow form which he had chosen 
for his bed. With a string of un¬ 
lawful words, he picked himself up 
and was assisted, hurridly into his 
bed by a number of boots, socks, and 
bats contributed to his discomforture 
by his disturbed companions. 

OUR FIRST DAY AT RIBSTONE 

When we awoke in the morning, the 
sun jvas high in the heavens. We 
arose to the accompaniment of many 
groans, for verily the floor was hard, 
and our haunches ached pitifully. We

On seeing the flames Mrs. Tizzard 
went as quickly as possible, to the 
barn where sh e found the charred re¬ 
mains of her little daughter lying. 

The neighbours lost no time in 
reaching the scene of the fire and ren¬ 
dering all the assistance they could 
to get the fire under control before it 
leached the house, which they suc¬ 
ceeded in doing; but not before all 
the outbuildings, harness, and all the 
hay and oat sheaves, and a young 
calf had been totally destroyed.

It was nearing midnight when a 
band of happy harvesters arrived at 
Ribstone, having travelled all the way 
from the Old Country. They had read 
the innumerable boks about the Great 
Prairie, about the adventurous times 
of the prairie pioneers, about the riv- 
ings of the Indians when they were a 
marauding people.

Rhubarb—If the ground -is dry, and 
nlenfy of water is (available, Rhubarb 
loots ought to get a good soaking be¬ 
fore freezeup, they will make a more 
vigorous growth in the spring and be 
less likely to run to seed. As soon 
ag the ground is frozen mulch to a 
depth of six inches with manure.. 

A thorough watering is beneficial to 
all trees, bushes or perrennial plants 
just before freeze up.

Preparing For Plebiscite 


Shipment of instructions to Re¬ 
turning Officers in preparation for the 
plebiscite on the liquor question on 
November 5, was practically com¬ 
pleted this week by John D. Hunt, 
Clerk of the Executive Council. 


As a result of the co-operative mar¬ 
keting service and seed grain cleaning 
plant.Established last year by the pro¬ 
vincial Department of Agriculture, a 
revy keen interest has been developed 
in Aberta’s seed wheat in Eastern 
Canada and the United States. More 
than 600 prospective buyers of this 
seed grain are now on the ists of the 
Department and inquiries concerning 
the seed are being received every day. 
Some of the most recent /inquiries 
come from Minnesota, Lowa, South 
Dakota and North Dakota. An in¬ 
teresting experiment is being conduct¬ 
ed between Marquis and Ruby wheat 
on the points of comparative resist¬ 
ance to rust, maturity and yield. 

Shipments of seed grain from in¬ 
spected fields will commence arriving 
at the provincial plant at Edmonton 
shortly for cleaning. Applications 
from seed growers to send seed to the 
plant are now being received until 
October 12, after which applications 
will not be, received, if the limit of the 
capacity of the plant has been reach- 


Raspberries—As next years fruit 
is borne on this years wood: to pre¬ 
vent it from being damaged by severe 
frost, bend the canes down to the 
ground without breaking, in line with 
the row and cover vrith enough earth 
to keep them down, later cover with 
straw or manure, which should be re¬ 
moved before growth starts in spring.
